prizes, was declared a lottery under 
the laws of Missouri, in an opinion 
issued today by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department.

Attorney-General Franklin E. Rea- 
gan and approved by Attorney-Gen- 
eral McKittrick, called attention to 
penalties of from two to five years 
in prison, or from six months to a 
year in jail, for violation of the 
Missouri law prohibiting lotteries. 
In holding the contest was in vio- 
lation of the Missouri lottery law, 
Reagan said it ontained the three 
elements constituting a lottery — 
consideration, prize and chance — 
and cited numerous court decisions 
in support of his opinion. 
Participants in the contest, ac- 
cording to the opinion, are required 
to answer certain questions con- 
cerning motion pictures shown in 
theaters having a part in the plan, 
and to write a statement of not 
more than 50 words naming the pic- 


ture they liked best, and why. 
Booklets containing the contest 
rules, a list of 5004 cash prizes 
aggregating $250,000, a list of mo- 
tion pictures, and questions con- 
cerning those pictures, are fur- 
}Mished to theater patrons, Reagan

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—How 
Guenther Gustav Rumrich, novice 
Nazi espionage agent, was trapped | 
after he attempted to obtain 60 


passport blanks by representing 
himself as an Under-Secretary of 
State was related in United States 
District Court today by the prison- 
er, who is now a key Government 
witness against three minor Ger- 
man secret service operatives 
charged with conspiring with 14 
others to violate the Espionage Act. 
The 14, alleged to include the prin- 
cipals of a spy ring, have fled the 
country. 

Rumrich rela that on last Feb. 
14 he called up the Passport Bureau 
and talked to its head. 

“I asked for the passport agent,” 
he said, “and I represented myself 
to be a high Government official. I 
said I was ‘Under-Secretary: of 
State Weston,” and requested that 
50 passport blanks be sent me.” 

The official, he continued, de- 
murred at such an unusual req 
but finally appeared to accept 
agreed to the blanks to Hotel 
Taft, e to have been used, 


for German agents entering Russia. 

The package didn't arrive that 
day, although Rumrich telephoned 
a messenger service which he had 
directed to get-it at the hotel sev- 
eral times. It came the next day 
and Rumrich had it taken to a tav- 
ern near his home. He went there, 
merely “walked in and out,” then 
hired a boy on a street corner to 
get it. 

“I waited on the corner,” Rum- 
rich said, “and pretty soon out he 
came with it. Just as he handed it 
to me I was arrested by two detec- 
tives.” 

Rumrich then gave minute details 
of his experiences after his arrest, 
including giving a “complete per- 
sonal biography” to Leon G. Tur- 
rou, former special agent for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in 
charge of the spy investigation. 

Rumrich continued that a regis- 
tered letter from an intermediary 
arrived after his arrest. It was 
couched cryptically in the guise of 
a business letter and instructed 
him, in effect, not to communicate 
with an intermediary transactions 
with another. 

“You will get acquainted with 
European business procedure,” it 
stated, “If you want to become a 
good merchant pay heed to these 
hints.” 

In telling of his questioning by 
Federal agents, Rumrich said Miss 
Johanna Hofmann, the former 
hairdresser aboard the Europa, an- 
other of the three on trial, wouldn't 
believe that he had confessed, 

Rumrich recalled that Federal 
agents found several coded letters 
and a key to the code in Miss Hof- 
mann’s effects. None of the letters 
received by him, however, was in 
code. 

Turrou and others who figured 
in the investigation have been 
called as Government witnesses to 
give first-hand accounts of what 
they discovered.

Invaders Risking Flank At- 
tack by Chinese Left in 
Rear in Effort to Take 
Metropolis Quickly. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONGKONG, Oct. 20.—Evading 
a major engagement by circling 
strong Chinese defenses, Japanese 
forces advanced today to within 18 
miles of Canton from the northeast, 
semi-official Japanese sources re- 
ported. They said another column 
was about 50 miles east of the city. 

In the last eight days, the mech- 
anized forces landed on the coast 
have covered about two-thirds of 
the distance to Canton without 
meeting formidable resistance. 
There were indications, however, 
that the Chinese defense at last was 
asserting itself. Chinese troops left 
in the rear of the Japanese lines 
were said to be menacing commu- 
nications. 


Barricades Built in Canton. 
Chinese officials at Canton can- 
celed plans to leave the city. There 
was no sign of panic, although the 
raising of barricades and digging 
of trenches indicated street fight- 
ing was expected. 

Japanese acknowledged the Chi- 
nese were putting up stiff resist- 
ance, 

Chinese army officials declared 
Tsenshin had not been taken by 
the Japanese and that a major bat- 
tle was expected east of Sheklung. 

The dispatches indicated the Jap- 
anese were risking a defeat in the 
belief they could capture Canton 
quickly by a drive down the Can- 
ton-Tsungfa highway from the 
northeast and a simultaneous pin- 
cer movement from the east. Both 
maneuvers exposed the Japanese to 
flank attacks if Chinese forces still 
behind them can be rallied for ef- 
fective assaults. 

A Japanese “mosquito” fleet of 
armed motor boats was reported 
skirting the South China coast to 
add a river assault to the overland 
drive. 

120,000 Chinese Face Invaders. 

Fully 120,000 Kwangsi and 
Kwangtung (Canton) province 
troops man Canton’s defense line, 
which Japanese must crack or out- 
flank in their drive to reach Can- 
ton by Nov, 3, twenty-second anni- 
versary of the proclamation of Em- 
peror Hirohito as Crown Prince of 
Japan. These fortifications, pre- 
pared over a period of three years, 
include machine-gun nests and an 
interlaced trench system. 

Chinese said the toll from a 
week’s extensive Japanese air 
bombardments, of Southern China 
points was “staggering.” 

Military reports filtering in 
through crippled communication 
systems listed 300 killed and 
wounded in three raids yesterday 
at Changsha. Casualties in bom- 
bardments of Waichow, Poklo, 
Sheklung and Tsengshin were re- 
ported to be “in the thousands.” 

Appeal to Chiang for Aid. 

Eugene Chen, former Chinese 
Foreign Minister, telegraphed Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek at 
Hankow asking for strong assist- 
ance against the invasion. 

In an interview, Chen said: “It 
is unfair and unjust to suggest 
the Kwangtung regime is respon- 
sible- for the failure in South 
China. 

“Kwangtung is unable to resist 
“strongly because it has been denud- 
ed of its air force and crack di- 
visions by Chiang, who decided the 
defense of Hankow was more im- 
portant, 

“The lightning invasion of 
Kwangtung shows Chiang was 
wrong; that his error must be rec- 
tified immediately.” 


Invaders Fight Way Up River to 
Within 40 Miles of Hankow.

SHANGHAL Oct. 20. — Swiftly- 
striking Japanese forces were re- 
ported today to be threatening the 
next line of Hankow defenses in 
a drive up both banks of the Lang- 
tze River from Hwangshihkang, 50 
air miles from the Chinese provi- 
sional capital, 

The Japanese reported launching 
a gunboat attack against Ocheng, 
within 40 miles of Hankow, while 
Yangtze River south bank columns 
fought to “ae walls of Tayeh, 40 
miles from the Canton-Hankow 
Railway. 

Hwangshihkang was captured 
yesterday in a three-hour assault 
by land forces and marines. 

A flight of Japanese bombers 
was said to have destroyed several 
Chinese planes and damaged rail- 
way tracks, the airdrome and sup- 
ply trains at Changsha. Chinese 
said 200 were killed in the raid.

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SAN FRANCISCO STRIKE 
SETTLEMENT DRAFTED 


Union and Operators of 138 
Warehouses to Act on 
Mediators’ Plan.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20. — 
Mediators in San Francisco’s 102- 
day-old warehouse strike an- 
nounced early today they had draft- 
ed an agreement which they ex- 
pected would end the dispute which 
has closed 138 warehouses and left 
2500 men unemployed. The agree- 
ment is subject to ratification by 
employers and members of the CIO 
International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union. Terms of 
the proposed settlement were not 
announced. 

Paul C. Smith, newspaper execu- 
tive and one of the mediators, said 
the warehouses probably would re- 
open Monday. 

The dispute, which the union con- 
tended was a lockout, grew out of 
strikes at two warehouses, the F. 
W. Woolworth and the Hiram 
Walker. 

On Aug. 9, a freight car which 
had been partly loaded with school 
supplies by executives at the Wool- 
worth warehouse was shunted to a 
public warehouse, There union 
warehousemen refused to unload it, 
asserting it was “hot” because it 
had been loaded at a struck plant. 
Operators served notice that they 
expected employes not on strike te 
handle the cargo, and that they 
would consider refusal to do so a 
neglect of duty. 

The “hot car” began moving from 
warehouse to warehouse. As each 
crew of employes refused to unload 
the car, the warehouse at which 
it was stopped was closed. 

The buying public was not hard- 
pressed for necessaries during the 
extended impasse, but many retail 
groceries blamed the dispute for 
shortage of some items.

Asks for Second Extension of 
Maturity Date for $10,- 
000,000 Issue.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 2. — 
The Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. 
Louis today filed an application 
with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission for authority to extend 


the maturity of $10,000,000 of its 
outstanding refunding and exten- 
sion 5 per cent bonds for three 
years from April 1, 1938, to April 
1, 1942. 

The company says in the applica- 
tion that it is necessary, in the 
opinion of the board of directors, 
to postpone the payment of the 
bonds under the present maturity 
date. 

This is the second extension 
sought by the Laclede Co. for this 
issue of its bonds. The issue orig- 
inally had a maturity date of April 
1, 1934, but the commission in Feb- 
ruary, 1934, granted a five-year ex- 
tension to April 1, 1939, after crit- 
icising the company for paying a 
$642,000 common stock dividend in 
1933, when it had made no arrange- 
ments toward retirement of the 
bond issue maturing April 1, 1934. 

In approving that extension the 
commission included a provision 
barring any further payment of 
common stock dividends by the La- 
clede Co. until the company’s 
earned surplus, which was $4,005,- 
494 at the end of 1933, had been in- 
creased by $3,000,000. 

The order further provided that 
after the $3,000,000 was added to 
earned surplus, the company was 
not to pay any common stock divi- 
dends during the five-year exten- 
sion period which would reduce 
the earned surplus below $7,005,000,

Scarcely had the British retaken 
most of the old city before Arabs in 
other parts of Palestine severed 
telegraph lines.

Arab circles greeted reports from

St. Louis Symphony conductor Returns for 
Eighth Season — Thinks Americans 
Spoiled by Too Much of the Best. 


Vladimir Golschmann returned 
from a European vacation yester- 
day, bringing with him a selection 
of novelties for his eighth season 
as conductor of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and a plea for 
more tolerant reception of little 
known composers. Ameriean audi- 
ences, he said, have become so ac- 
customed to fine music that any 
innovation, short of a masterpiece, 
is not welcomed. 

“So that when a piece is only 
good, they think it is no good,” 
he said. “Like a man who always 
has caviar and champagne and the 
best wine. Give him merely good 
wine and he wants something bet- 
ter. 

“The best orchestras in the world 
are in the United States, with solo- 
ists so good they spoil people. A 
list of soloists like ours, with names 
like Rachmaninoff and Kreisler, 
wouldn't be believed in Europe. 
Formerly the American orchestras 
were made up of foreign-born 
musicians, but now most of them 
are American born. That shows 
you have as much talent as any- 
one. 

“Give Americans a Chance.” 

“You have American composers 
also. Give them a chance. How 
else do you expect them to develop? 
I think-we should help, because it 
is a big field and there is no reason 
why tomorrow there can't be born 
in America a genius as big as can 
ba: 
“It is perfectly understandable 
that the public goes to concerts to 
enjoy itself, but also it’s our duty 
to bring out new works we think 
of interest. I think it is also tae 
duty of the public to try to under- 
stand them.” 

Two works will receive their 
American premieres here this sea- 
son, he said. They are Bonde- 
ville’s tone poem “Marine,” and 
“Sinfonia Breve” by Znghelbrecht. 
Selections from the works of two 
American composers, David Dia- 


mond and Carl Eppert, will also be 
new to St. Louis audiences, 

Other novelties, Golschmann said, 
will include extracts from Richard 
Strauss’ opera “Arabella,” sung by 
Miss Maria Reining, a Viennese, as 
her American debut; Prokofieff's 
symphonic suite, “Lieutenant Kije”; 
excerpts from Debussy’s Le Mar- 
tyre de St. Sebastien”; ballet music 
of Ernst Kanitz; “Le Lion Amour- 
eux” by Karol Rathaus; a suite by 
Handel, revised by John Barbirolli, 
conductor of the New York Phil- 
harmonic orchestra, and selections 
from the works of Felix Borowski 
and Eugene Goossens. 

Another American debut on this 
year’s symphony program will be 
that of the conductor’s brother, 
Boris Golschmann, pianist, who will 
appear as soloist Jan. 13. He will 
also play with the Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra in February, 
with his brother as guest conduc- 
tor, and with the Philadelphia or- 
chestra in New York. 

Golschmann’s Vacation. 

In Paris, which he still considers 
his home, Golschmann this summer 
led the French National Orchestra 
in radio concerts, but he found gen- 
eral concern over the possibility of 
war an obstacle to proper enjoy- 
ment of music. He and Mrs. Golsch- 
mann spent much of their time 
in Brittany. The fishing was not 
so good as travel pamphlets had led 
him to believe, so he turned to min- 
iature photography. 

Returning to America, the 
Golschmanns visited New Tork, 
Montreal and Quebec. 

Golschmann’s use of the term 
“new” in referring to music, it de- 
veloped, was only relative.

G. G. Mugge Testifies in 
Suit for Securities Con- 


HARRISBURG, Ik, 

Testimony that a er of notes 
and securities amounting to $26,- 
308 from the Harrisburg Bond & 
Mortgage Co. to the City National 
Bank here was for thepurpose of 
covering up a shortage in the bank 
was given yesterday by G. G. 
Mugge, president of the bank and 
a director of the bond and mortgage 
corporation, in a suit by the latter 
corporation to recover the securi- 
ties. 

Mugge said he was called to the 
bank last March and told by T. Y. 
Gregg, cashier, that Arthur Wilson, 
assistant cashier of the bank and 
secretary-treasurer of the bond and 
mortgage firm, was short. Mugge 
Gregg as declaring: We'll have to 
do something, or I won't stay 
here.” The witness said the cash- 
ier suggested that he indorse Har- 
risburg Bond & Mortgage Corpora- 
tion notes “to fillwhat has been 
taken.” 

The bank president said he went 


to a back room with Gregg and, 


in the presence of Wilson, “signed 
10 or 12 notes” as “vice-president” 
of the mortgage firm, a title he did 
not hold. 

Frightened, He Says. 

“Why did you transfer those 
notes?” Attorney A. E. Somers, rep- 
resenting the bond and mortgage 
company, asked: 

“I suppose we were frightened, I 
didn’t want my bank to close,” 
Mugge explained. 

On cross-examination Mugge said, 
with reference to his signature on 
the notes, that he believed he was 
vice-president of the mortgage firm. 

Marian Gaskins, bookkeeper for 
the mortgage firm, testified that 
Wilson picked out the notes, which 
were transferred, explaining “we 
are selling the best notes.” Other 
witnesses testified that the amount 
of the shortage, to be covered, was 
about $24,000. 

Securities Ordered Returned. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
Judge Hal Spann ruled that the 
securities be returned to the mort- 
gage firm and that the costs of 
the suit be borne by the defendant 
bank and the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation. Attorneys 
agreed on the appointment of a 
commissioner to hear evidence in a 
counter claim for $24,000 by the 
bank and the FDIC against the 
mortgage company. 

The City National Bank consoli- 
dated with the Harrisburg National 
Bank last April, forming one of the 
largest banks in Southern Illinois. 
The shortage mentioned in the tes- 
timony was discovered when Wil- 
son’s successor was unable to find 
a credit for a $20,000 deposit made 
by the County Superintendent of 
Schools.

Elizabeth Boehme said Sikora vis- 
ited her home last Aug. 19, three 
before the killing, and said 
he was afraid to put his automobile 
in the garage “because they might 
have me bumped off.“. 

J asked who he meant,” Mrs. 
Boehme continued. “He said, Why, 
Margaret and Solomon. I’m in 
their way, you know.’” 

That statement concluded her di- 
rect testimony as a defense witness 
—a role that pitted her against her 
daughter, Margaret, who testified 
for the prosecution yesterday be- 
fore a jury qualified to send her 
“model husband” to the electric 
chair. 

Her Cross Examination. 

Cross-examination by Prosecutor 
Leslie Curtis emphasized the split 
between the mother and daugh- 
ter. 

“You have been very bitter 
against your daughter, haven't 
you?” he asked. <A defense ob- 
jection obviated a reply. 

“You succeeded in getting Mar- 
garet discharged?” “Yes.” 

This reference was to the time 
Mrs. Sikora lost her position as a 
secretary for an accounting firm, 
where she worked with Solomon, a 
man of 35. Mrs. Sikora is 22. 

Yesterday’s Proceedings. 

Yesterday Mrs. Boehme supported 
the defense contention that Sikora 
was driven mad by his wife’s deser- 
tion before he killed Solomon, last 
Aug. 20.

Wonder if Hitler Seeks Com- 
mercial Outlet in Orient.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20,—Guard- 
ed German inquiries on commercial 
prospects in the Philippines aroused 
official speculation today whether 
the Hitler Government was eyé- 
ing the Far East as well as South 
America as a trade outlet. 

The most recent inquiry, made by 
a business man said to be influ- 
ential in Nazi trade counsels, led 
Government officials concerned 
with Far Eastern affairs to ‘study 
late commercial reports. They 
learned that: « 

Germany, along with Japan and 
Italy, shared last year jn increased 


sales to the * at the 
islands’ free ties wit the 
United States. . 
Germany is building a second 
new ship for the Philippine Govern- 
ment. Italy is constructing two 
commercial vessels for inter-island 


trade. 
More Shipping Lines. 

Germany has increased material- 
ly its shipping links with the islands 
and the Far East generally, adding 
three of the fastest liners connect- 
ing the Orient and Europe. Italy 
last year made Manila a port of call 
for its liners. 

Efforts have been made to or- 
ganize the Germans living in the 
Philippines into a bloc, as in other 
foreign lands. 

Japan has made no secret of its 
intention to dominate the Orient 
commercially and already has 
sought Philippine-American trade 
in advance of the independence 
Congress voted to give the Filipinos 
in 1946. 

Increase in Trade wit Japan. 

Philippine imports from Japan 
rose more than 21 per cent last 
year. Tokyo supplied nearly 15 per 
cent of all imports. Japanese built 
a brewery, imported 400 loorhs to 
start a cotton cloth factory and 
were the sole buyers of Philippine 
iron ore. : 

Germany increased sales to 84, 
144,218, but took only $1,811,487. of 
Philippine goods. 

Aside from being an outlet for 
German manufactured goods, the 
Philippines product exports which 
Germany needs. The World War 
showed Europe’s shortage of fats. 
Since then considerable Philippine 
coconut oil, much in the form of 
copra, or dried coconuts, has been 
exported to Germany and The 
Netherlands.

SUSPENDED LAWYERS 
SFEK REINSTATEMENT 


Everett Hullverson, Walter A. 
Kelly Asks for Right to Prac- 
tice in U. S. Court. 


An application for readmission 
to the roll of attorneys entitled to 


practice in United States District 
Court, made by Everett Hullver- 
son, whose period of suspension 
from practice in State courts has 
expired, will be heard at 2 o’clock 
next Tuesday afternoon at a special 
meeting of the Board of Examiners. 
The application of Walter A. Kelly, 
blind attorney and Eleventh Ward 
Democratic Committeeman, who 
withdrew from Federal practice 
when he was indicted in connection 
with a mail robbery also will be 
heard, The charge against him was 
dropped, 

Hullverson’s name was removed 
from the rolls after the Missouri 
Supreme Court in May, 1936, sus- 
pended him for one year for un- 
professional conduct in obtaining 
occupational injury damage cases 
from silicosis victims, Although 
three of the nine members of the 
Board of Examiners constitute a 
quorum, it was decided not to act 
upon the Hullverson and Kelly ap- 
plications until the full membership 
was present. 

In removing Hullverson’s name 
from the rolls, District Judge 
George H. Moore said he might 
seek reinstatement after the State 
suspension had been lifted. 

Kelly was indicted in 1923 with 
William P. (Dint) Colbeck and 
other gangsters and agreed with 
Judge Charles B. Faris, now a 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, but 
then a District Judge, to withdraw 
his name from the list of those en- 
titled to practice in Federal Court 
when the indictment against him 
was dismissed. Kelly has taken 
his examination before the Board 
of Examiners. Hullverson has not 
been examined. Both Kelly and 
Hullverson have been practicing in 
State courts.

Large Wholesale Firm Here Says Former 
Sales Manager Owes It $13,000 on the 
Deals He Made. 


A dispute between one of the 
largest wholesale liquor firms in 
St. Louis and its sales manager, 
who have parted company within 


the last few days, sheds an inter- 
esting light on the dealer discount 
practices to which liquor firms 
have resorted in the face of the 
heaviest competition in the history 
of the business. 

In the present instance the dis- 
tributor is seeking to collect 313, 
000 from the former sales manager, 
said to represent the difference be- 
tween what it received from deal- 
ers on liquor sales, and what it 
should have received, according to 
the invoices sent with its merchan- 
dise. Because of the nature of the 
claim, and the personalities in- 
volved, it is not likely that the dis- 
pute will ever be aired in court. 

The president of the distributing 
firm told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had fired the sales manager “be- 
cause he didn’t conduct himself 
properly,” but beyond that refused 
to discuss the matter. 

Dealer Tells How It’s Done. 

One liquor dealer familiar with 
the situation told the reporter that 
several hundred dollars of the $13,- 
000 claimed by the distributor rep- 
resented discounts which he- had 
received from the former sales 
manager. The distributor now as- 
serts that these discounts were un- 
authorized. 

“It’s like this,” the dealer told 
the reporter: “I never pay any 
attention to my invoices, they al- 
ways show the list price of the mer- 


* 


chandise, but I don't pay the list 
price. There is always a discount 
of so much to be figured in, and 
the discount is different on each 
deal. : 
“Maybe a salesman comes in to 
sell me some Old Mountain Dew. 
Well, I've got plenty of Mountain 
Dew, and I don’t want to buy any. 
But he says: ‘I'll tell you what— 
you fix.up a nice display for me, 
and Tul give you a dollar a case 
off.“ Or maybe he says he'll give 
me three cases free if I buy 24. 
“So we make a deal. And when 
I get the merchandise I get an in- 
voice, but it doesn’t show the dol- 
lar off, or maybe it’s for 27 cases 
instead of 24. But when I pay tne 
bill I make out a check for 24 cases, 
or whatever the discount was.” 
Reasons for Discounts. 
Discounts, authorized and un- 
authorized, are the troublesome by- 
product of intense competition in 
the liquor business. They are the 
“Old Stumbling Biock” which every 
salesman carries in his portfolio of 
samples, He relies on discounts to 
meet sales quotas, to move brands 
of merchandise not readily salable, 
and to cultivate new customers. 
A factor in promoting the use of 
discounts is that manufacturers fre- 
quently provide the distributors 
with “samples,” which can be used 
to absorb the discounts. Some- 
times salesmen anticipate the dis- 
tribution of these samples and when 
the day of reckoning arrives they 
have granted discounts too large to 
be absorbed by their share of 
samples.

Organized dog and cock fights, 
which have resulted in an exten-

Although illegal, the fights are 
being staged more frequently and 
more openly as law enforcement 
officers have become increasingly 
indifferent to the “sport,” they said. 

The speakers charged that 
“championship” fights are being 
held regularly in all sections of the 
country, including St. Louis and 
other places in Missouri. Thou- 
sands of dollars are being invested 
in the training of the fowl and pit- 
terriers, the popular breed of fight- 
ing dogs, and thousands are wa- 
gered at the fights by owners and 
spectators. 

Less Organized in England. 

Charles Roland Johns, secretary 
of the National Canine Defense 
League, of London, England, 
said there was still dog-fight- 
ing by Staffordshire and bull ter- 
riers in England, although the 
fights are not so well organized 
as the pit-terrier matching in the 
United States. 

“The money investéd in pit-ter- 
riers is immense, yet their sole pur- 
pose is combatant,” Johns declared.

‘MARTIN NOT ABLE 
TO OUST RADICALS’ 


House Committee Also Is 
Told Radicals’ Policy Is 
to Ruin Unions if They 
Can’t Rule Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Ott. 20.—James 
Mitchell of Detroit, formerly in 
charge of welfare activities of a 
local union of the United Automo- 
bile Workers of America, a CIO af- 
filiate, tod the House Committee 
on Un-Ameriean Activities today 
that Communists apparently “have 
a lot of influence on” John L. Lewis. 

Chairman Dies asked him what 
efforts were made by responsible 
labor leaders to rid the UAWA of 
Communists. 

“Homer Martin, president of the 
UAWA,” Mitchell said, “tried every- 
thing in his power. But it seems 
they are on the inside of the inter- 
national union. Apparently they 
have a lot of influence on Mr. 
Lewis.” 

“Could Control Convention.” 

He asserted later that Commu- 
nists could control the forthcoming 
CIO convention at Pittsburgh, “as 
well as the chairman of the CIO.” 
Lewis is the chairman. 

Mitchell testified Communists 
had “engineered” a sit-down strike 
in the Murray body plant in De- 
troit in 1936 and 1937. 

Rising to his feet, Mitchell shook 
out a red flag bearing the words 
“Communist Party” in gold letters. 
He said he had found it in the desk 
of Lloyd Jones, president of UAWA 
Local No. 2 in the Murray plant. 
He asserted Jones told him to “keep 
my damn hands off of it.” Pre- 
vious witnesses have said Jones is 
a Communist and was a former 
member of the UAWA executive 
board. 

Fred W. Frahm, Detroit Superin- 
tendent of Police, testified that 
Communists were “destroying” la- 
bor unions in the Detroit area. 

“There is no doubt that Com- 
munists are dictating to labor or- 
ganizations in Detroit,” Frahm as- 
serted. “Their influence iis general, 
everybody knows about it. The la- 
boring men are gradually getting 
ac quainted with the facts.” 

“Rule or Ruin” Policy. 

Earlier, the committee had heard 
that the Communists try first to 
control a union and, if that fails, 
to destroy it, 

The testimony came from Mel- 
vin Kells of Detroit, who said he 
worked with an Americanization 
committee of the American Legion 
in uncovering subversive activities. 

“They wanted to create a struggle 
among workers and to sell the

school employes, totaled $41,044, it 
was stated in a report made public 
yesterday. In addition to these 
donations Board of Education em- 
ployes also contributed $60,000 to 
United Charities and $3664 to the 
Salvation. Army, Boy Scouts and 
Girl Scouts. 
About $30,000 of the money spen 


for children came from the Public 


School Relief Fund, the rest from 
other funds. This was more than 
twice as much as was spent the 
year before. Dr. Henry J. Gerling, 
Superintendent of Instruction, said 


today it appeared likely demands 


on the fund soon would become 
greater tnan the supply. 

Last year’s expenditures through 
the fund included $26,173 for shoes, 
clothing, glasses and carfare; $9747 
for lunches in regular elementary 
and high schools; $3222 for lunches 
in open-air schools, and $1902 for 
milk and crackers served to young- 
er children. To meet the demands 
on the fund it was necessary to 
draw $17,350 from a reserve fund 
made up of contributions of former 


years. 

With clothing for youngsters al- 
ways one of the most important 
needs, an arrangement was made 
last year which greatly increased 
the number of garments supplied. 
About 20,000 yards of material as 
purchased with relief funds and 
made up in WPA sewing centérs 
and by school girls in emergency 
sewing units. Thus about 12,000 
garments were made at a cost for 
materials of $4357, These were syp- 
plemented by 3000 garments bought 
ready-made. 

Nearly 85,000 lunches were sup- 
plied free to pupils and 95,115 half- 
pint bottles of milk were served 
with crackers. Six hundred pairs 
of shoes were repaired and 6454 
new pairs purchased. Glasses were 
given 1125 children and $2139 to 
high school pupils for carfare. 

The Public School Relief Fund 
was named a beneficiary in the will 
of Mrs. Alpha A. Ruf, who died 
Oct. 4.

The interpretation of the law 
which creates this possibility has 
been given unofficially by wage- 
hour authorities in response to in- 
quiries by business men preparing 
to comply with the act. 

Like other interpretations, how- 
ever, it is subject to court review. 
If it should be held eventually to 


constitute a violation, the employer | plo 


acting on it would be subject to 
penalties. 
Employer Must Decide. 

On this, as on other problems aris- 
ing under the law, each employer 
must decide for himself the nature 
and extent of his compliance—al- 
ways aware that any step he takes 
may be in court. 

When the wage-hour law becomes 
effective, the nation’s standard 
work week will be 44 hours. When 
employes in interstate commerce 
work more hours, they must de 
compensated at the rate of time 
and one-half, These provisions 
have posed for officials the ques- 
tion of how’ overtime is to de fig- 
ured for an individual employe. 

This is the unofficial advice 
which some wage-hour authorities 
have given in response to inquiries: 

1. Any employe who worked on 
an established hourly wage rate 
must be paid overtime compensa- 
tion at one and one-half times that 
rate. Such a rate may have been 
established by agreement between 
the employer and employe, by con- 
tract.or by collective bargaining. 

Transaction. 

2. A worker now employed on a 
flat weekly salary might be worked 
overtime without increased total 
pay by regarding his hourly rate 
as being at a lower figure. It would 
have to be at least the legal mini- 
mum of 25 cents, This is an exam- 
ple of such a possibility: : 

Suppose an employe has been 
working for the flat wage of $25 a 
week. His employer wants to keep 
him working at that wage and also 
wants him to continue working six 
full days, or a 48-hour week. Under 
this : tation, the ‘employer 
could the employe’s hourly wage 
on his books at 60 cents. This 
would give the worker an income 
of $22 for his 44-hour week, plus 
75 cents an hour for four hours 
overtime, or a total of $25. | 

On the other hand, if an employe 
is covered by an agreement fixing 
his pay in terms of hours worked, 
this so-called “bookkeeping transac- 
tion” would not be possible.

In dress 
shirt plants average weekly earn- 
ings were $14.10, but they ranged 
from $5.55 in Tennessee to $15.95 in 
New York. 

The greatest difference in hourly 
wages was found in the work shirt 
industry, where 95 per cent of the 
workers in Tennessee plants re- 
ceived less than 25 cents an hour 
while only 6 per cent of the work- 
ers in similar plants in New York 
averaged less than 25 cents and one- 
third of them received more than 
45 cents. . 

25-to-50-Cent Range in Missouri. 

Wage standards in Missouri 
ranged from an average of 25 cents 
an hour to 55 cents in different 
plants. 

One-fourth of the employes mak- 
Ing work clothing had weekly hours 
exceeding the 44-hour limit estab- 
lished under the new law. 

Southern workers, the report con- 
tinued, will benefit} most from the 
new act. While only one in five 
employes in New York making 
work clothing and one in 20 work- 
ers in Connecticut received less 
than the 25-cent minimum, more 
than one-half the workers in Arkan- 
sas and Virginia and one-third of 
those in Tennessee had average 
earnings below 25 cents.

|Job Was Declared. Elective Af- 


ter His A®pointment by 
Mayor. 


John J. Dwyer was nominated for 
City Treasurer at a meeting today 
ot the Democratic City Committee. 
His name will be placed on the bal- 
lot for the Nov. 8 election. 

Dwyer was appointed to the of- 
fice Sept. 8 by Mayor Dickmann, 
following the death in August of 
Henry C. Menne, elected for a four- 
year term in 1936. The appointment 
followed an opinion by City Coun- 
selor Edgar H. Wayman, holding 
that the office, theretofore consid- 
ered an elective State office, was a 
municipal office properly filled by 
appointment by the Mayor. 

However, the Republican City 
Committee, contending it was an 
elective State office, nominated 
Charles R. Watkins. The Board of 
Eelction Commissioners asked At- 
torney-General Roy McKittrick for 
an opinion and he ruled that the 
Republican nominee was entitled to 
a place on the ballot in the Novem- 
ber election. 

This left the Democrats no alter- 
native but to nominate a candidate 
to oppose him. The opinion of the 
Attorney-General pointed out that 
the successful candidate in the elec- 
tion might file quo warranto pro- 
ceedings in the Missouri Supreme 
Court to challenge the right of the 
Mayor’s appointee to the office. 
Since Dwyer’s election is anticipat- 
ed, the suggestion probably will 
prove meaningless, 

Dwyer, although supported by 
Mayor Dickmann in the Aug. 2 pri- 
mary election, was defeated for the 
nomination for Circuit Clerk by the 
incumbent, H. Sam Priest. The job 
of City Treasurer pays $5000 a year.

Four Germans, accused of photo- 
graphing fortifications in the Canal 
Zone, were held today for trial in 
the Canal Zone District Court on 
charges of violating the expionage 
act. 

Judge Edward J. P. Tatelman, at 
a preliminary hearing in the Mag- 
istrate’s Court, overruled a defense 
motion for dismissal and held one 
of the suspects, 26-year-old Hans 
Friedrich Schackow, in $25,000 bail. 

The others—Ingeborg Waltrunt 
Gutman, 19, a secretary; Gisbert 
Wilhelm Gross, 26, and Ernest Rob- 
ert Edward Khurig, 29—were held 
in $10,000 bail. 

Private H. C. Steelman, a Govern- 
ment witness, testified that the 
prisoners inspected batteries and 
took pictures of a channel and gun 
batteries at Fort Randolph and 
Caleta Point. He said they also 
inspected a powder magazine while 
under surveillance by a detail sent 
to find them when guards discov- 
‘ered they had overstayed their 
time. 

Lieutenant-Colonel O. L. Spiller, 
commanding the First Coast Ar- 
tilery at Fort Randolph, said the 
pictures taken could be highly use- 
ful to a foreign Power. They told 
the guard, he testified, that their 
fil mcontainer had only unexposed 
film, but development disclosed the 
photographs offered by the Govern- 
ment in evidence. 

He said they traveled along a 
road entirely within the military 
reservation, leading to anti-aircraft 
positions as well as searchlights and 
batteries. They penetrated far be- 
yond the area marked by signs to 
indicate the positions of batteries, 
he said. 

Col. Spiller said the sea views 
photographed also showed the char- 
acter of the rocky shoreline and in- 
dicated a small, clear channel for 
landing parties at this season of 
the year when the seas are calm.

The city high schools today be- 
gan double-checking heir football 
eligibility lists to prevent recur- 
rence of the incident that led to 
the forfeiture of Cleveland’s victory 
over Soldan.

Arthur Kelley, secretary of the 
City League’s Athletic Board of 
Control, explained today the cir- 
cumstances which made this pos- 
sible. 

“Two weeks after the opening of 
school,” Kelley said, “Brock went 
to Karl Ware (Cleveland league 
representative) and asked if he was 
eligible. There were no records on 
him from other schools and his re- 
ply was held up until definite rec- 
ords were obtained.

St. Clair County’s plan for a 
$7,500,000 highway bridge over the 
Mississippi River encountered an- 
other obstacle yesterday when the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion turned down one of two alter- 
native plans to salvage the proposal. 

County Highway Engineer B. C. 
McCurdy, in Springfield, Ill. to- 
day, told the Post-Dispatch by tele- 
phone the RFC action concerned 
the loan application of H. C. Speer 
& Sons, Chicago investment firm 
which failed to go through with a 
contract to buy $4,500,000 in rev- 
enue bonds which were to have paid 
the county’s share of the cost of the 
bridge. 

The Speer firm, McCurdy said, 
had withdrawn its application for 
assistance in handling the bond 
issue. Under its contract it was to 
have paid the county for the bonds 
Oct. 1, but it reported it was un- 
able to dispose of the bonds except 
at a loss of $300,000. 

Still pending before the RFC, 
McCurdy said, is a tentative draft 
of an application which the county 
itself may make for sale of the 
bonds to the RFC. Members of the

HE balance of world forces is 

not still. We have no grounds 

for believing that time necessar- 
ily works in our favor. Recently, 
indeed, the opposite has been the 
case. 1935 proved a catastrophic 
year for France. At the end of 
Laval’s ministry she had only 
wounds to count—her alliance with 
England strained to the breaking 
point; the League system on which 
she formerly had centered her pol- 
icy disrupted; her East European 
and Balkan allies disgusted, full 
of a sense of betrayal and fear, 
wondering how best to come to 
terms with the growing German 
colossus; and Italy, to placate whom 
Laval had vainly sacrificed 80 
much, coming back — continually 
with fresh demands for “payments 
on account.” 

If 1935 was France’s annus terri- 
bilis, half of the next year suf- 
ficed to show that now Great Bri- 
tain’s turn was come. The spring 
of 1936 was not over before Brit- 
ish statesmanship had been forced 
té acknowledge the severest defeat 
since that suffered at the hands 
of Napoleon. Its ungrateful task 
became to pass off as best it could 
the undeniable fact that a great 
assault had been made with im- 
punity on British power, prestige 
and honor. 7 

On top of these terrifying and 
humiliating events came the Span- 
ish rebellion, encouraged and aid- 
ed by the great Fascist states and 
their little middleman, Portugal, 
and carrying the threat that France 
would soon have a new frontier to 
defend and England be squeezed 
still further out of the Mediter- 
ranean and perhaps face a German 
base on the Cape of Good Hope 
route to India. 


Democracy’s Chance of Survival. 


To underline these somber de- 
velopments is not to prophesy that 
France is now doomed to take sec- 
ond or third place in Europe, that 
the days of the British Empire's 
solidity and greatness are at last 
numbered, or that constitutional 
government and the survival of 
the free spirit are to be despaired 
of in either of these traditional 
strongholds. But neither are we 
entitled to assume offhand that the 
dictators who believe these things 
—who pin their hopes on them and 
chart their policies by them—are 
wrong. 

It might be a wholesome exercise 
for isolationist sections of the 
American public to muse on the 
chances for the eventual survival 
of American democracy in a world 
where either France or Great Bri- 
tain had abandoned its traditional 
form of government or had been 
forced to abdicate its freedom of 
action under menace of a foreign 
dictator. 

Inspiration and Fireworks. 

It has already been suggested 
that instead of retiring to some 
corner when his bag of tricks be- 
gins to empty, the dictator will al- 
ways prefer to take great risks in 
order to create a diversion—even 
the risk of perishing spectacularly 
in a general holocaust that would 
mask the failure of his regime.

HE answer to the threats of 
the dictators is not a “preven- 
tive war,” nor is it a crusade to 
help one of the dictatorial ideologies 
conquer another. 

We should collaborate with all of 
them on routine matters in a fair 
spirit, keep every engagement en- 
tered into with them to the letter, 
and show calmness and official re- 
serve in the face of provocative 
gestures only. But we should be 
under no illusions that a live-and- 
let-live relationship between democ- 
racies and dictatorships can last 
indefinitely. 

To recognize this does not imply 
a desire for war. Nobody who 
cares about the future of democ- 
racy wants war. The liberal states 
could fight, might win. But could 
their liberalism survive the war- 
time curbs that would be prerequis- 
ite to victory and the new waves 
of economic deterioration and so- 
cial disorder that afterwards would 
overtake the victor along with the 
vanquished? Hardly. 

The Only Hope—Delay. 

We must hope, then, that the 
final test will be postponed. We 
must turn every respite to advan- 
tage, learning from the past errors 
of others how not to behave in a 
crisis of representative government, 
and neglecting no opportunity of 
mitigating the economic and finan- 
cial diseases which have persuaded 
great and proud peojpies to accept 
as normal the mental and moral 
status of serfdom.

Any struggle of that sort would 
be ferocious, and before it was over 
the infallible leader on each side 
would probably have lost his aura 
and would be on the way to losing 
his crown. 

Mobilization of Thought. 

The call is not for an attack on 
the dictators but for a general mo- 
bilization against all their concep- 
tions and practices; for an increase 
in the sense of interdependence be- 
tween free peoples; and for ener- 
getic efforts at home to broaden 
the social and economic bases that 
sustain a solid political union. 

Thus it would be taking only the 
most elementary of precautions if 
in all integnational negotiations the 
statesmen who represent democra- 
cies always started out with the 
determination to minimize minor 
conflicts between themselves, re- 
membering how much it is in the 
interest of every democracy that 
every other democracy be strong 
and prosperous enough to maintain 
its existing form of government. 

Naval and military discussions 
are obvious occasions where a full 
realization of this common interest 
would often operate to prevent a 
weakening of the sum total of lib- 
eral forces in the world, 

Trade matters are perhaps even 
more important. Tariff makers 
normally are much more aware of

A TASK FOR THE PEOPLE. | 
In last summer’s primary, Gov. Stark electrified the 
State with a dramatic fight for the nomination of 
Judge Douglas over the hand-picked Pendergast can- 
didate, Judge Billings. At the outset, the Governor 
coined a slogan for the campaign, namely, “Save 
our Supreme Court.” He meant, of course, to save 
it from the Pendergast influence. The slogan, how- 
ever, was of short life. 

The Governor was reminded that, if the Supreme 
Court was to be safeguarded from Pendergast, it 
would be necessary not only to defeat Billings, but 
also to defeat State Senator Albert M. Clark, who 
also bears the Pendergast indorsement, This is be- 
cause three Judges on the court owe their presence 
there in whole or in part to the Kansas City boss, and 
only one more is needed to constitute a majority. 

So the slogan was dropped, and the Douglas fight 
was seen not as determining the complex‘on of the 
court, but as a test of strength between Stark and 
Pendergast. In that test, the boss was whipped, 
but he lost only a battle and not a war. He is now 
back in the ring with the Clark candidacy, and this 
time he does not face the opposition of the Gov- 
ernor. \ 

Meanwhile, the Republicans have nominated Thom- 
as F. McDonald as Clark’s opponent and, in their 


‘feeble way, are appealing for his election. Gov. 


Stark, having plédged his suppcrt to the Democratic 
ticket, is making no exceptions in the Clark-McDon- 
ald fight. He failed to place a strong candidate in 
the primary field against Clark, and he is crossing 
no party lines now. : 
Perhaps there is justification, in the lexicon of 
practical politics, for the restricted nature of his anti- 
boss fight; but for the people of Missouri there is 
no reason to grant quarter to the boss in any par- 
ticular. They have no allegiances but to the cause 
of good government, and good government demands 
the defeat of Clark and the election of McDonald. 
So the McDonald candidacy transcends mere par- 
tisan considerations and has the greatest appeal to 
Democrats as well as Republicans. 
We have on many occasions discussed McDonald's 
services as a leader in the battle to bar shysters 
from the practice of law.. In this and in other re- 
spects, including superior quality of mind and stub- 
born integrity, he is well qualified for the seat he 
seeks. One might go even further and express won- 
der that McDonald could have been persuaded to 
make the race, in view of the political anemia from 
which the Republican party of Missouri is suffering. 
Not in a generation has opportunity pounded so 
heavily on its door, so far as State issues are con- 
cerned, yet, as shown by the State platform and other 
indications, the party declines to answer the knock— 
with the exception of placing in the field such out- 
standing citizens as Messrs. McDonald and Caulfield.

We trust the peo- 
ple won't vote er straight; that they will scratch 
Albert M. Clark and elect Thomas F. McDonald to 
the Supreme Court. 
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IS THIS THE SAME LINDBERGH? 

Col. Lindbergh is one of the most idolized men of 
his time and, as such, his actions cannot escape pub- 
lic scrutiny. For the most part, since his historic 
flight in 1927, he has conducted himself with superb 
dignity and propriety and his contributions to avia- 
tion and to medical science, the latter in collabora- 
tion with Dr, Alexis Carrel, have placed humanity 
increasingly in his debt. 

For these reasons, his acceptance of the Order of 
the German Eagle at the hands of Field Marshal 
Goering in Berlin is distinctly shocking. To a man 
of Lindbergh’s distinction, what could such a bauble 
add, even though it had been conferred by a Govern- 
ment high in the world’s esteem? The fact that it 
was bestowed at the hands of Gen. Goering, whose 
chief only a few short weeks ago stood ready to 
plunge Europe into war, makes the incident a griev- 
ous blot on the Lindbergh shield. 

Deeply regrettable as the decoration is, considered 
alone, it takes on an even more serious hue in view 
of the charge that Lindbergh, as an emissary of 
Chamberlain, misrepresented the facts concerning 
the Russian air force, as a means of softening the 
blow of the Munich settlement. Of the truth of that 
charge there is, of course, great doubt; it has not 
been supported by competent evidence and is counter 
to Lindbergh's record for integrity. The present 
incident, however, will endow the charge with color 
to many who wish to believe it.

Norman Thomas’ civil rights were not violated 
when he was denied a permit to make a speech in 
Journal Square, Jersey City, last April 30, or when 
he was forcibly taken from the city by police after 
he attempted to speak. This is by decision of the 
New Jersey Supreme Court (which incidentally is 
not the State’s highest judicial body). In refusing 
to grant a permit, the Public Safety Director was 
exercising valid discretion under the city ordinance, 
the court held, since he feared a speech by Thomas 
would lead to disorder.

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THE NON-ORATORICAL MR. GARNER. 

John N. Garner has made strenuous efforts to be 
an even more shrinkingly modest figure than the 
Vice-President is by tradition. All this violent 
aversion to performing in public has not kept him 
out of the public eye, however. Just now he is in 
the news because he declines to make the dedicatory 
address at the Will Rogers Memorial at Claremore, 
Ok., because, he says, it is his policy to make no pub- 
lic speeches while in office, 

It is lost in the dim past of a buried campaign, 
but Mr. Garner has violated his policy on at least 
one occasion. The Democratic high command was 
embarrassed late in 1936 because the V.-P. had not 
opened his mouth in support of his chief. So Mr. 
Garner was prevailed upon to deliver one address, 
which he did before the home folk at Uvalde, Tex. 
It was a rip-roaring speech, too; in fact, it made 
more sweeping claims for F. D. R. than any pre- 
vious orator had dared make. Said Mr. Garner: 

I know, and I may add my Republican friends 
know equally well, that the present economic 
condition of the United States is due to the ef- 
forts of our President.

Toward a New Foreign Policy 


HE Gallup Poll, published a few days 

ago on American opinion regarding the 

Munich pact, was extremely revealing. 
In answer to the question whether it was 
well for England and France to give in to 
Germany, 59 per cent thought yes, 41 per 
cent thought no. 

On the moral issues involved, only 28 per 
cent thought the annexation of the Sude- 
tenland justified, 77 per cent thought it 
was not. 

Similarly, only 22 per cent were in favor 
of returning any colonies to Germany. 

And, most importantly, 60 per cent thought 
that the possibilities of war had increased, 
whereas only 40 per cent though they had di- 
minished. 

The results of the poll, therefore, add up 
to this: The American public believes that 
England and France capitulated to terror, 
and that terror will, as a result, be increased 
to the point where war is more, rather than 
less inevitable. That the two western na- 
tions did capitulate was, nevertheless, jus- 


tified, which can only mean that the eri- 
can public believes that these coun were 
inadequately prepared. 

. * „ 


No public in the world is so well informed 
about world affairs as the American public. 
No newspapers carry so much or so in- 
dependently reported information. And it 
is quite remarkable how swiftly the Amer- 
ican people are beginning to grasp the sig- 
nificance, for us, of what hag happened. 

The isolationist opinion is strong in this 
country, but the average man has thought 
of America isolating Europe rather than 
Europe isolating us. Suddenly we are be- 
ginning to realize what the weakening of 
the British Empire means to us. 

We have been at peace with Great Britain ~ 
for more than 100 years, 

We have a common frontier with one of 
the great British commonwealths under con- 
ditions so compatible that it is unfortified. 

We are on the friendliest possible terms 
with all those other members of the British 
commonwealth which have - been heavily 
colonized by Englishmen. Our institutions 
have been profoundly similiar. We have a 
common language and, to a great extent, 
a similar mentality. And so we have been 
living comfortably in a world policed by 
the British Empire on terms under which 
aby —_ trade and prosper, glad to be free 
o e responsibilities borne Great 
Britain. . * 

We did not have to appoint Dies ti- 


afraid that the British Government would 


to envisage’ the possibility of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand drifting into our orbit

called “democracy” is likely to retreat from 
her sovereign position, this nation may be 
driven to assume a large share of her func- 
tion, not out of idealism but out of sheer 
self-preservation.

After the working out 
of this program, which has the 
approval of the engineers of the 
Highway Department, the Governor 
sbandoned his original bill and now 
is giving his support to No. 6. 

Arguments for Increase. 

In its campaign for the adoption 
of the Constitutional Amendment, 
the Citizens’ Road Association has 
the active support of road con- 
tractors and material men. The op- 
position is led by the Automobile 
Club, interested in preventing in- 
creased taxation for ‘ts 30,000 mem- 
bers in the State. 

The supporting campaign is 
based on arguments that under the 
present condition of highway fi- 
nances, the State’s extensive good 
roads system will deteriorate, con- 
struction necessary to meet modern 
traffie conditions will be impos- 
sible, an inequitable burden of taxa- 
tion will continue to be placed on 
automobile owners of the cities and 
larger towns, and dangerous traffic 
hazards cannot be removed. : 

The adoption of the amendment, 
itis represented by its supporters, 
wil insure modernization of nigh- 
ways on a carefully worked out 
plan, and automobile owners will be 
protected against an increase of the 
gasoline tax above 3 cents a gallon 
and against an increase in auto- 
mobile license fees for 10 years. 


State on Pay-as-You-Go Plan. 


The situation which gives rise to 
the proposal for an increased tax 
is due to the fact that all of the 
proceeds of $135,000,000 in road 
bonds which have been issued in 
the last 18 years have been ex- 
pended and the State is now forced 
to the pay-as-you-go plan under the

In shaping up the program, after 
making provision for maintenance 
on the present main highway sys- 
tem, recognition was given to the 
fact that the main purpose of a 
State Highway System is to pro- 
vide highways for general use, To 
carry out this idea, the amend- 
ment sets aside 50 per cent of the 
construction funds for building on 
the main trunk system. 

Through the provision for adding 
5000 miles to the supplementary’ 
system, and the setting aside of 20 
per cent of the funds for construc- 
tion and maintenance of that sys- 
tem, recognition is given demands 
of users of purely local roads. There 
is no argument advanced that the 
building of these roads is economi- 
cally justified by the use which will 
be made of them. 

Opponents charge that this por- 
tion of the plan to a “vote catcher,” 
designed to obtain rural votes for 
the amendment, and that the funds 
available will be little more than 
sufficient to maintain the roads in 
passable condition. 

An appeal also is made to the 
voters in the cities in the provision 
for the expenditure of 20 per cent 
of the construction. money on city 
streets. Throughout the long road- 
building program in Missouri, the 
law has prohibited expenditures 
within cities and towns of more 
than 2500 population, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that more than 80 per 
cent of road revenues were obtained 
from automobile owners - within 
such cities and towns. It is esti- 
mated that under the proposed plan 
St. Louis will receive about $1,400, 
000 a year for use on its streets 
traversed by State highways. 

Missouri’s Tax Lowest. 

Answering objections which have 
been made to the increase in taxa- 
tion, the Citizens’ Road Association 
has issued a pamphlet showing that 
Missouri has a lower gasoline tax 
any other state, every other state 
having a tax of at least 3 cents per 
gallon, many of them 4 and 5 cents, 
a few 6 cents, and one, Tennessee, 
7 cents. In this connection, there 
is a tabulation purporting to show 
average cost per automobile of li- 
cense fees and gasoline tax. For 
Missouri this is given as $24.92, 
the average in only two states be- 
ing lower, $22.46 in North Dakota 
and $23.07 in Kansas, each of those 
states having a 3-cent gasoline tax. 

The association has argued that 
the rate of tax has little if any 
effect on the price of gasoline to 
the retail purchaser. On the basis 
of statistics compiled by the 
American Highways Magazine 
under date of May 1, 1937, the as- 
sociation shows that in Missouri 
with a 2-cent tax, gasoline sold at 
18.3 cents per gallon, while in New 
York with a tax of 4 cents, it sold 
for 17 cents per gallon, in Rhode 
Island with a tax of 3 cents, it sold 
at 15.5 cents. Comparisons were 
made with many other states to 
the same effect. 


Majority Vote Required. 
A majority vote only is required 
for the adoption of the amendment. 
The amendment represents the 
work of a committee of nine, there 
being one dissenting vote, that of 


Roy F. Britton, president of the Paren 


Automobile Club. The plan had the 
majority approval of a larger com- 
mittee of 145 members, and of a

“Man of Aran” is as impersonal 
and unsocialistic as a geography 
lesson; “The Wave” is another ob- 
ject lesson in organization of the 
masses and similar to the many 
Russian movies on that subject. 

“Man of Aran” remains the 
greater pa accomplishment 
and, sho ahead of “The Wave” 
on the program, takes the edge off 
whatever of natural drama “The 
Wave” might possess. The contrast, 
in fact, is as sharp as that ot the 
two. latitudes—one chill and tem- 
pestuous, the other warm and 
placid. . 

In Man of Aran,“ one is en- 
thralled by the gigantic waves 
bursting on the rock shelves of the 
isiand, by the exciting struggles 

harpooned sharks and by the 
details of a difficult daily existence. 
There is little exercise of the so- 
cia) emotions. The dialogue, a mix- 
ture of Gaelic and English, is in- 
significant. 

“The Wave,” on the other hand, 
has a coherent plot—how a young 
fisherman led his brothers in an ef- 
fort to organize, how he was shot 
and killed by a transparently 
wicked politician and how that 
tragedy served to unite the fish- 
ermen against the tyranny of their 
employer. 

“The Wave” is in Spanish, with a 
superimposed English translation, 
and the Spanish title is “Redes,” 
which means not “The Wave” but 
“Nets.” “Nets” is somewhat the 
better title, figuratively, if not in 
light of American slang, for the 
film attempts to show just how the 
workers are ensnared in poverty. 

The story, however, does not pre- 
vent the frequent realization of 
Paul Strand’s photographic art nor 
the conclusion that the musical 
score of Sylvestre Revueltas is as 
dramatic as the narratiye and an 
excellent complement to it. Need- 
less to say, both “Man of Aran” and 
“The Wave” are films such as one 
would not encounter in ordinary 
commercial exhibition more than 
once in a blue moon. C. Me.

Dr. Elizabeth Lee Vincent Tells 
Meeting Here Youngster 
Needs Some of Both. 


A warning against a child 
too much praise for doing well and 
not enough blame for doing badly; 
was sounded yesterday by Dr. Eliz 
abeth Lee Vincent, psychologist at 
the Merrill-Palmer School, Detroit, 
at the closing session of the child 
management conference sponsored 
by the St. Louis Council for Parent 
Education.

“When the child starts to do 
something that is new to him and 
when he is putting special effort 
into it, then praise should follow 
accomplishment,” she said. A word 
or two or an appreciative smile is 
enough. 

“There shouldn't be too much 
blame in the early stages of learn- 
ing, but gradually you have to wean 
the child away from complete de 
pendence on recognition and praise. 
Take it for granted that he will 
continue to do what he has learned 
well; that is the what the boss will 
expect when the child grows up 
and gets a job.”

Dr. Vincent said, that a child learns 
best when praised for good per~ 
formance and condemned for bad, 
“We have gone a little too easy on 
the blame lately, a little maudlin on 
the idea of protecting our children 
from their failures.” 

The speaker advised parents not 
to prolong explanations to children 
to the point of argument. “Be pa< 
tient until you think the child has 
reached the limit of his comprehen- 
sion, but then, if he is still not con- 
vinced, it is necessary to say, ‘I’m 
awfully! sorry, but that’s just the 
way it is.’ 

“Some things have no meaning 
to children. It is not right for a 
child to have adults listen to his 
half-baked opinions because he will 
get the idea no one knows more 
than he.”

Comes a day when 3 glance in 
the refrigerator shows us one or 
two kinds of leftover meats, per- 
haps a little mashed potatoes, a 
bit of gravy and some cooked vege- 
tables. It may look hopeless, yet 
the food is all good and it would be 
most wasteful to throw it away. 

To begin with, variety is the es- 
sence of menu planning. The sec- 
ond appearance of any food should 
be in a different guise, which will 
be as appetizing as the first dish. 
In fact, the return appearance may 
be more attractive than the origi- 
nal, However, it is never wise to 
add too much new material, lest 
there again be leftovers to use up. 

There are some foods that change 
flavors decidedly. on reheating. 
This is true of potatoes. To some, 
this second flavor is not attractive 
unless the potato is browned, as in 
patty cakes, hashed brown, etc, 

All meat may be heated a sec 
ond time to give pleasing dishes if 
one takes care to use a low fire so 
as not to dry out the natura) juices. 

Meat Pie. 

Just what can one do with those 
foods in the refrigerator? Suppose 
we decide on a casserole dish—or 
meat pie, Start with a little fresh 
onion or celery or both. Chop or 
dice and brown in a ilttle fat or 
drippings. Now add leftover gravy, 
or, lacking that, add about one ta- 
blespoon of flour to the onions and 
brown lightly. Add two cups of 
milk and cook until creamy. 
Worcestershire sauce adds color 
and flavor. To this sauce add diced 
meat and diced vegetables, Season 
to taste. Heat well and put in a 
buttered casserole. Cover with 
mashed potato or buttered bread 
crumbs, dot with butter and heat 
in a slow oven about 30 minutes.

Four hundred and forty-six years 
have passed since the voyage of 
bus, and Americans are still 
for spices. The nation spent 
more than $12,000,000 for more than 
0,000,000 pounds of imported 
spices and condiments during 1937, 
sccording to the United States De- 
nt of Commerce, 


Pepper of various kinds account- 
ed for nearly 40 per cent of these 
millions of pounds of seasonings, 
and mustard entered United States 
ports in second largest quantity 
among the spices. Cinnamon and 
its near relative, cassia, from Cey- 
ion, China and the East Indies; 
ginger, mostly in the form of dried 
roots from Jamaica and West Africa, 
nutmeg and mace from the East 
and West Indies, cloves from Mada- 

and British East Africa, also 
poured in, in surprising quantities. 
Tropical Climate Needed. 


Tropical suns, rains, and winds 
are necessary to store the rich 
sroma and rare flavor of many of 
these spices and condiments. More 
than that, the patience of the la- 
borer of the tropical Orient is in- 
dispensable in growing, harvesting, 
curing, and preparing these prod- 
ucts for shipment. The inner bark 
of the cinnamon or, cassia must be 
cut from the center of two-year-old 
trees, if the spice is to be of the 
best quality. It must be stripped, 
fermented, and packed with the 
most exciting hand care. Mace, 
which grows as a crimson network 
covering on nutmeg seeds, must be 
cut from each nutmeg by hand. 

Carefully selected small pieces of 
rootstocks of a plant closely related 
to ginger are ground to make yel- 
low tumeric, the spice that gives 
color to the popular mixture of 
spices known as curry. Clove and 
caper blossoms must be gathered 
before they burst into bloom; and 
slispice berries and black pepper- 
corns picked just before they are 


ripe. 

Back and white pepper come 
from the same peppercorns, the 
fruit of the vine “piper nigrum.” 
If the entire berry is ground, the 
pepper is black; if the black outer 
wat is stripped off first, the more 


mild white pepper is the result. For

Most spices enter this country 


packaged by American companies. 
Since pulverized spices gradually 
lose their aroma and flavor, keep 
the boxes tightly covered and the 
sprinkler holes closed. 4 


“Moderation” and “variety” are 
mottoes for using spices in season- 
ing. Without variety, even the 
rarest and best spices cannot give 
the zest to life promised in the pop- 
ular quotation. For seasoning, 
spices are at their best when they 
are an indefinable part of the es- 
sence of a dish. 


To get the most flavor from every 
fleck of spices, season puddings, 
pudding sauces and sprinkle the 
topping on milkshakes at the last 
possible moment. In making a 
spice cake, sift all the spices thor. 
oughly with the flour—three times 
for best results. When seasoning 
with a combination of sugar and 
spices, as for cinnamon rolls or 
apple pie, blend sugar and spices 
thoroughly before using. 

If your apple pie recipe tells you 
to “dot” the surface of the spiced 
apples with butter, that’s a good 
tip, too. Mixing with the fat helps 
hold more of the spiciness until 
serving time. 

Many cooks have won fame, or 
at least praise, by adding an unex- 
pected bit of spice to foods com- 
monly accepted at their face value. 
Some of these additions are now 
so common as to be part of stand- 
ard recipes, as gingerroot in pear 
preserves, cloves and bay leaf in

With the advent of cooler weather 
the oven is once again pressed 
into service; Oven meals appear 


on the menu along with the cakes 
and pies and breakfast biscuit and 
rolls. 
Baked potatoes, meats and vege- 
tables are the big three for an 
oven dinner and they may be 
baked separately or together where 
the preference is for a one-dish 
dinner. A potato baked in its 
jacket, that will turn into a mealy 
appetizing mass after being 
smacked smartly and opened, calls 
for a potato that is neither new 
nor old. New potatoes do not pro- 
duce a mealy finished product and 
old potatoes, in which the starch 
content has changed, are likewise 
apt to be watery. The Idaho rus- 
set which is longer than round, is 
an excellent baker, 
Potatoes are a good source of 
minerals. They contain potassium 
which makes the calcium in foods 
more valuable to the body. Pota- 
toes also contain vitamins B and 
C which stimulate the appetite and 
prevent infections. 
Here are some recipes for oven 
meals, using potatoes: 

Scalloped Potatoes. 
Peel and slice potatoes about one- 
eighth inch thick. Crisp in “ice 
water and drain. Arrange in a 


jbaking dish and dot with butter, 


sprinkle with salt, pepper and a 
little flour. Repeat until the dish 
is filled. Pour over one cup milk 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
the potatoes are done and there is 
a golden brown crust over the top. 
Pork chops, rib or shoulder, may 
be placed on top of the potatoes 
and topped with thin slices of 
sweet Spanish onion. Bake in a 
moderate oven (325 degrees) for 
one hour and a half. 
All in One Dinner. 
Dice peeled potatoes and fill a 
baking dish two-thirds full. Sprinkle 
one tablespoon minced onion on 
top and pour over one can of evap- 
orated milk. «Place a slice of ham 
on. this — top with unpeeled 
halves of apples with a rounded 
teaspoon of brown sugar in each 
half. Bake in a moderate oven (350 
degrees) for 1% hours. 
Potato Pigs. 

Choose long rather than round 
potatoes for this, peel and use an 
apple corer to scoop from one end 
a hole large enough for one 
browned link sausage. Insert sau- 
sage, plug with a piece from the 
core and fasten with a toothpick. 
Roll potatoes in the fat left from 
browning the sausage, sprinkle with 
salt and bake 40 to 50 minutes in 
a quick oven (400 degrees) turning 
occasionally. Serve on a bed of 
buttered spinach with apple sauce 
and corn bread. 

Salmon Fiuff. 

Make a white sauce by melting 
two tablespoons butter, adding salt 
and pepper and two tablespoons 
flour, and stirring to a smooth 
paste. Add one and one-half cups 
milk and cook until the mixture 
thickens. Remove from the fire, 
add two egg yolks and mix well, 
then add two cups salmon or other 
flaked fish, four cups of freshly 
mashed or riced potatoes, and last 
the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs.

‘EOPLE who tell lies in preference to the truth; who cheat and 
steal from their own parents; who are polished and apparently pen- 
itent but pick your pocket while thanking you for your leniency, 
are psychopaths. The latter simply have no conscience. Watch how 
such a personality develops, for Jack is a 
beautiful case of a psychopath in the mak- 


CASE K-128: Jack B., aged 15, is in the 
eighth grade. 

“As head of a large grade school, I 
have been an interested daily reader of 
your column in our newspaper,” Jack's prin- 
cipal wrote me not long ago. Now I wish 
to ask your opinion of Jack, who is some- 
what older than the average eighth grader. 
He has been doing failing work in several 
of his subjects, Nevertheless, he keeps 
boasting to everybody that school work is 
extremely easy for bim.

“TAKING THE BOY at his word, we teachers have treated him 
with exceptional sympathy.

“She also seemed surprised to learn that Jack has been doing poorly 
in school, for she said he had always told her that school was very 
easy for him. Later she informed me that Jack explained his failure 
by saying we teachers did not like him because he was a poor basket- 
ball player. This is not true, Dr. Crane, for Jack doesn’t even play 
basketball.

DIAGNOSIS: You readers will observe the constructive attitude 
of Jack’s principal. Modern school officials, as well as the teachers 
themselves, are usually devoted to the cause of building wholesome per- 
gonalities in their pupils, instead pf teaching only geometry or history, 
etc. ; 

What's wrong with Jack? Wounded pride! First, because he didn't 
live with his parents as other boys in his neighborhood did.

To “cover up” he told untruths. That is the quick way to smooth over 
what is an embarrassing or difficult situation. The hard way is to tell

HONESTY IS a habit, and so is lying. Which one will develop in a 
child depends upon his environment even early in life. Uniess we re- 
ward truthfulness and punish lying, we shall never cause children to 
become reliable. 

It is quite natural for a youngster to lie, for his untruth is usually 
an attempt at a better adjustment to his dilemma or the situation, In 
the long run, however, it is a poor adjustment, so we must teach him to 
tell the truth. Preaching morality to him is likely to be too vague, 
at least in the early years. We must praise his veracity, lauding the 
story of George Washington, etc. We must penalize falsehood con- 
sistently.

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Elasticity of 
Arteries Aids

HE elasticity of the arteries 
has a great part in maintaining 
an efficient circulation of blood. 
If the thrust of the heart beat alone 
had to send the blood to every part 
of the body, the pressure required 
would be two or three times what 
it is. But the heart throws its load 
of blood out into a set of elastic 
These first expand with the 
initial impulse and then grasp the 
column of blood, contract down on 
it and send it further along its 
course in a smooth way. 


I say “in a smooth way” because 
this arterial pressure on the column 
of blood distributes it to all the 
tissues under just enough pressure 
so that in the thin-walled capillaries 
it is moving rapidly enough to de- 
liver its energy and oxygen load 
with the greatest efficiency. 


The elastic pressure of the ar- 
teries keeps up even during the rest 
period (diastole) of the heart, so 
that the blood flow in the capillar- 
ies is even and continuous. 


If we could watch the rate of 
blood flow in a single tube, we 
would see the blood in the big ar- 
teries near the heart rushing past 
at the rate of about a foot a sec- 
ond, and then gradually 
down until in the capillaries it is 
going at a rate of about half an 
inch a second. 


When the elasticity of the arter- 
les is reduced, high blood pressure 
results. The physiologists tell us 
that there are only two possible 
causes of increased blood pressure 
—increased output of the heart, and 
increased peripheral resistance. In 
clinical high blood pressure, in man, 
there is no primary increased heart 
output, so the cause must be in- 
creased peripheral resistance. This 
increased resistance is probably due 
to the decreasing elasticity of the 
arterial walls. If the walls of the 
arteries can no longer distend to 
accommodate the thrust of the 
heart beat, there is automatically 
increased resistance,

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Women Spend the 
By Ruth Mackay 


This is the third of a series of 
articles by Ruth MacKay on. the sub- 
ject Money Without Men.“ 
W. value in so far as it serves 
us and provides something for 
us. The shipwrecked man in 
Stephen Leacock’s nonsensical 
short story, who was starving on a 
raft with a can of food and no 
can opener, might have had a $100 
bill in his pocket, but to him the 
$100 would have been worthless. 
Money, then, only fulfills its pur- 
pose as it supplies something we 
want—an up-to-the-minute hat, 
open-toed sandals, or a permanent 
wave, This means that it must 
buy today’s necessities and com- 
forts, because we spend it for food 
and clothing and recreation, and it 
must buy fomorrow’s necessities 
and comforts because we invest it, 
or put it in a bank (which is a 
form of investing) or put it into 
an insurance policy. 
With today right here and now; 
with the needs and urgencies of 


schoolmarm, it is granted if we are 
women of moderate income that by 
far the largest amount of money 
we spend goes for the needs of the 
present. 

What those needs are and which 
of them we shall satisfy is up to 
us. In a very real sense money is 
the shears with which we cut out 
of the cloth of life the pattern of 
our individual existence. We very 
likely may think our friends’ (and 
even our family’s) pattern a trifle 
skimpy and they may think ours 
a trifle too full, but that again is 
up to us. It is only important that 
we get the shears by the handle 
and keep the pattern from going 
askew. ? 
American women in a normal 
year spend $52,000,000,000. It is 
said that we buy 95 per cént of all 
silk that is sold and about the 
same percentage of furniture and 
home, furnishings; that we buy 
nine-tenths of the jewelry and nine- 
tenths of the foodstuffs; that we 
do 82 per cent of department store 
buying and even select 63 per cent 
of men’s ties. Though we come 
down off the pinnacle of our fem- 
inine importance long enough to 
consult the male members of our 
families in certain types of pur- 
chases, notably electrical devices 
and rugs, the preponderance of the 
decisions rests upon us. Upon our 
daily choices, big and little, depends 
the satisfaction of our own and our 
family’s desires. 

— 


* ‘s 

HERE is an immense commer- 
T cit world waiting to fulfill those 

desires. It might clarify this 
buying business if we examined 
some of the things that assist us, 
and some that hinder us in making 
our wisest and most satisfying 
choices. 
Budgets have come to the rescue 
in many instances. Where they 
have failed it is due to the mistake 
of overlooking personal preference. 
Who can decide how much you 
should pay for your rent or your 
clothes? If a marriageable young 
girl has her eye on the boy next 
door and the landlord raises her 
rent she might quite legitimately 
pay the increase so as to avoid 
moving away and leaving her own 
true love behind. Or if a woman’s 
husband is establishing himself in 
a new community and she feels it 
is important for them to give the 
impression of success even though 
the cupboard is bare, she might 
quite rightfully stretch her clothes 
allowance beyond what she would 
permit herself under other circum- 
stances. (Many an apparent big 
shot is married to a clever little 
manager with more clothes sense 
than dollars and cents.) 
Budgets have helped by empha- 
sizing the necessity of apportioning 
one’s income go that it doesn't 
gallop off like a runaway horse, The 
best budgets are those based on 
present expenditures, an estimate of 
one’s income and a little headwork 
to see that they come out even. This 
is elastic enough to allow for in- 
dividual preference, and if intelli- 
gently planned it leaves ample room 
for personal choice without which 
any sort of bookkeeping is a chore. 
These budgeteers say to us: “Go 
ahead and put a large portion of 
your income into books, if it makes 
you happy, but for goodness sake 
write it down so you will travel 
cheaply, if necessary, or dress eco- 
nomically, if necessary, and come 
out even.“ 
Whatever way you devise of 
stretching your income over your 
financial needs, a simple system of 
accounts is indispensable. It has

been proved conclusively that the 
majority of commercial bankrupt- 


cies occur where there is no system 


of accounting. So we don’t want 
to ignore such an important factor 
in keeping a home solvent. So 
write down what you spend and 
what you spend it for, and no fair 
holding out anything which looks 
just too silly on paper! 

Gen. Lord, the budget director for 
our country during the war, likened 
his difficulties to the young wife 
whose husband was going over her 
accounts, 


“I don’t understand one item 
that appears so often,” the husband 
said. What's this G. O. K.?“ 

“Oh, that!“ the wife explained. 
“That is the God Only Knows col- 
umn.” 


If we don’t want about two-thirds 
of our money to wander over into 
the G. O. K. column we'd better 
Write our expenses down under the 
proper headings and Keep them 
there. It is one way from selecting, 
from among the many things 
money can buy for us, the things 
we truly want. 

A more thorough knowledge of 
merchandise would be of incalcula- 
ble assistance to us as purchasing 
agents of the home, whether we are 
buying for a family of five or a tiny 
apartment for just one. If our 
great-grandmothers could weave 
the materials out of which they 
made the clothing for their fami- 
lies, then we modern great-grand- 
daughters can set ourselves to the 
task of at least learning what is in 
the materials we buy today. New 
fabrics are being perfected hourly 
but before they clamor for our dol- 
lars we should devote a little time 
and thought to them. There are 
pamphlets and booklets to be had 


on these subjects. 
a * 

A about bills and more care about 

goods on approval and returns 
of merchandise would help us im- 
prove our buying, for indirectly we 
pay for this and pay dearly. How 
many articles did you have sent out 
on, approval last year? How many 
did you exchange for the returned 
goods? Did you buy something that 
didn’t fit? Was there a real objec- 
tion to it when you got it home? Or 
did you hurriedly buy in the store 
with a sort of half-hearted enthusi- 
asm, thinking to yourself, “It’s not 
just what I want, but I can send it 
back if I don't like it when I see it 
at home.” Underenthusiasm of this 
kind results in as many returns to 
stock as the overenthusiasm which 
buys out the store and regrets it 
later. It’s all pretty expensive; in 
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tors that handicap us in buying to 
our best advantage. 

As the spenders of most of the 
money in the family, many of us 
haven’t comprehended the true re- 
lationship of buyer and seller at all. 
And this has been equally disadvan- 
tageous to both buyer and seller. 
The immense commercial world, 
which we said was waiting to ful- 
fill our desires, hangs on a woman’s 
word more than does the most de- 
voted suitor. For that’s how it ex- 
ists. Her “yes” or her “no” is of 
utmost importance, even though 
she utters it in s0 unroman- 
tic a spot as Aisle 3 of the sub- 
basement in a department store, be- 
fore counters piled high with win- 
ter underwear. 


That is why it is no use wailing 
about poorly made goods, Somebody 
buys them or they wouldn't be for 
sale. No one remains in business 
long producing something nobody 
buys. If a manufacturer puts out 
a hand lotion that smells like garlic, 
and 80 out of 100 customers say, 
“how quaint, how amusing,” and 
rush back for more, he is going 
to keep right on putting out garlic 


(instead of gardenia) hand lotion. 


It’s the buyer who makes the mar- 
ket. The manufacturer knows that 
and he realizes it’s his job to find 
out what we women want. He 
makes a study of us—a far more 
searching study than we make of 
ourselyes. He knows what influ- 
ences our choices. But oddly enough 
in our own minds we are still grop- 
ing. 

Price influences us in a 
broad sense, but it does not 
follow that it is the deciding 
point in making a purchase. 
When Arnold Constable & Co., 
in New York City, turned over the 
management of the store for a six- 
day period to the women employes, 
Miss Laurette Yonkers, who be- 
came acting president, made some 
interesting comments. She was 
quoted as saying that she thought 
that “men talk too much about 
prices and not enough about good 
taste, correct style and sex ap- 
péal,” that women were “sick and 
tired of all this talk of astounding 
values,” and knew enough to real- 
ize that “merchandise that is not 
in correct fashion and right taste, 
regardless of price, is no bargain.” 

Almost as much as price, that old 
nuisance, “inferiority complex,” in- 


fluences us in our buying. Pessi- 


mistic as it may sound, life is a 
tearing-down process. Just as we

constantly rebuild the cells of our 
bodies, so we constantly seek to re- 
store the little ego inside us which 
keeps us pegging along. Quite nor- 
mally we like to buy at the places 
and buy the things that give us 
the necessary build-up. We may 
grant we are not glamor girls, but 
the face powder that makes us feel 
we're getting to look just a little 
like Myrna Loy is the powder, we 
enjoy on our dressing table. We 
may confess to ourselves—though 
to no one else—that we are not 
pillars of society, but the desk that 
has an air of importance and sta- 
bility is the desk we think (mod- 
estly) fits most nicely into our liv- 
ing room. And we may be uncom- 
fortably aware that we are not im- 
pressively significant in the scheme 
of things, but the store, or the shop, 
where someone greets us by name 
and says, “My, aren’t you slender!” 
is the one wheré we hanker to buy. 
(They say no woman is unhappy 
when she’s losing weight and to 
have someone notice it fills her cup 
to overflowing.) 


HE psychologists call all this a 
sense of personal adequacy and 
tell us that we seek constantly 

to satisfy it through the things with 
which we voluntarily surround our- 
selves. That has a very great deal 
to do with the way we spend money. 
And, as you might expect, habit 
plays an important role in buying, 
and custom, too, which is the 
chief reason we don’t like to wear 
clothes out of style. Absurd as the 
fall fashions may be, you feel fun- 
ny if you are dressed wholly unlike 
your friends and associates, and 
could easily be persuaded that you 
are a Hottentot on Park avenue. 


Considering the multiplicity of 
products offered to her it’s up to 
the woman to exercise discrimina- 
tion and discretion in her purchases 
and to develop an attitude of ac- 
ceptance of the things worthy of 
her dollars and a healthy resistance 
to the things not worthy. 

Perhaps you think you are a pret- 
ty good resister. You feel this way 
just because you resisted a mild 
flirtation with Somebody’s Husband 
the night of the Moth Ball. Oh, 
all right, then. If you must feel 
superior! 
you're such a good resister, answer 
these truthfully:

Unaffected by 
System Used 


Test Is for General Knowl- 
edge Not Memory of 
Rules—New Questions.

IGHT now, virtually at the 
start of the Second Annual 
Self-Rating Bridge examination, 
I want to clarify some important 
points. ’ 


First (as in the case of last year) 
you are not expected to answer 
questions on the sole basis of the 
Culbertson system. This is a test 
of general bridge knowledge, not 
of your ability to memorize (or 
look up in my books) the rules or 
illustrations that will lead you to 
the correct answers. Hence, fol- 
lowers of other systems will have 
an absolutely equal chance with 
Culbertson players. Take slam bid- 
ding, for instance. If you regularly 
use the Blackwood convention, and 
make the proper bid in accordance 
with it, you will receive full credit, 
just as though you used the more 
widely known Culbertson 45 no 
trump convention. Indeed, if you 
arrive by logical steps at the cor- 
rect final contract, you do not have 
to use any slam convention.

Egg Custard —

Don't pile sil- 
verware; that is likely to scratch it. 
To remove tarnish from silver, use 
a polish that is very soft and is 
free from grit.
